liner Mexico from Havana, accompa- 
nied by his brother, Ernesto iladero, 
and several mrrnbers of the last cab- 
inet. As soon as they had settled 
themselves in hotels there began a 
series of conferences, the aim of 
which is to overthrow the present 
regime and rpstore to the brad of tha 
government in their country a man 
who is in sympathy with their pur- 
pos^s. 


The Maderos all refused to talk oi 


ibeir reasons for coming to New 
York. Although far away from the 
seat of trouble, Francisco Madero is 
not in ignorance of what is going on 
in the capital. There are many sym- 
pathizers of his party left on Mexico 
and secret agents keep him apprised

Ernesto Madero, uncle of the late 


president and his secretary of finance, 
was accompanied here by his u ife and 
his set en children. They went to the 
Hotel Ansonia. where they occupy 
the suit that is reserved for distin- 
guished cuests HP had been reported 
in Havana as sa>i:ig that his nephew 
bad been killed in a cell of the prison 
and ih.it ;ho siory that his death had 
occurred as a result of an attempt to 
rescue him v.as a fabrication of the 
go-vernmcnt. made for political pur- 
poses.
